My dear Mr. Veatch:~ 


I have your letter of January 16, and have carefully noted 
contents thereof. I am whole-heartedly in favor of the sentiment 
you expressed. 1 have observed during the five sessions I have 
served in the Senate that Columbia County has been practically 
without any representation in the Senate; the reason, of course, being 
apparent, that is that Columbia is tied with Multnomah County which 
has the majority population, and naturally the Senator looks to the 
interest of his constituency in Multnomah, rather than in Columbia. 


I do not know what ean be done about it. I just received 
your letter this morning, and consequently have not had an opportunity 
to discuss it with Columbia County Representative, Mr. Allen, but I 
will do so, and will write you further about it. 


This thing does occur to me, and I think it is logicel,- 
Clatsop and Columbia Counties are allied in their interests, that 
is they are interested in the very same things, fishing, diking, 
roads, agriculture, forestry, timber, etc. Clatsop and Columbia 
ought to be joined in a Senatorial district, and the present 
senatorial district comprising the joint of Columbia, Multnomah 
and Clackamas ought to be dissolved, and the new district of 
Clatsop and Columbia counties ought to be formed. 


You realize that this is a tremendovs undertaking, since 
under the constitution only thirty senators are allowed, and an 
attempt to dissolve the joint senatorial district of the three 
counties would certainly meet with tremendous opposition on the 
part of Portland, since she is more directly affected than anyone, 
because I believe the fact to be that in almost every instance 
that the senators from these three courties have been elected from 
Multnomah county. It is apparently a futile task on the part of any 
man in Columbia or Clackamas counties to run for office and get 
away with it. Personally, I feel that to tie Clatsop and Columbia 
in one senatorial district is much better than to tis Columbia 
and washington. Although, of course, so far as I am personally 
concerned, my only interest as a lower Columbia man is to try to 
see that Columbia gets some senatorial representation, and I very 
largely appreciate Columbia county's extreme isolation under the 
circumstances.

My dear Senator Norblad: 


I ineclose you herewith five copies of an Act to amend 
Section 7289, Oregon Laws, relating to diking districts. 


I think I have correctly made the changes; thet is to 
say the changes are on the first page, underlined, which is 
the nearest I have to italics; and the words "two-thirds" 
in the square brackets are cut out. The only changes in the 
Act ere those underlined on the first page. 


The reason for the change is that it takes more land- 
owners to hold a meeting then it did to create the diking 
district. 


Refer to Section 7282, Oregon Laws, and you will see that 
"when one half or more of the owners of lands in one diking dis- 
trict”******, end who shall represent one half or more the 
area of the lands embracing within the proposed diking district, 
shall present e petition ******* ." 


The amended section is simply to bring it in line with 
Section 7282. As the law at present stands, one half of the lend 
owners owning one half the land can create a district, but be- 
fore they can hold a meeting they must have one hal? the land- 
owners owning two thirds of the land, end it creates difficulty 
in obtaining a sufficient number for the annual meeting. On the 
other hand, if one landowner should own more than one third of 
the number of acres in the district, he can prevent all the other 
landowners from holding any meeting, electing officers, or levy- 
ing a tax. 


It seems to me no argument is required to make this amend- 
ment. 


Kindly acknowledge receint and advise me your opinion on the 
matter, and oblige.

I inelose you herewith an emendment to Section 1353, 
Oregon Laws, which please have adopted if the committee 
on laws thinks the same should be done. 


The purpose of this amendment is to bring the 
practice of the sale of lands by guardian into harmony with 
the sale of property by executors or administrators. 


It seems to me that when a guardian has been appointed 
and the sale of land is to be made by that guardian for the 
purposes which are specified in the stetutes that it should 
not be necessary to have a guardian ad litem appointed in 
addition to the actual guardian, who is on bond to carry 
out the duties of his guardianship. 


Compare this section with section 1255 on sale of lands 
by guardian. Compare also section 33-1. In this section 
it is provided thet an insane person shall appear by a 
guerdian but if he has no ardian the court shall appoint 


a guardian ad litem. 
It seems to me this same theory should hold in sale of 


lend by @ guardian duly appointed. See also notes to section 
32, Ankeny -vs- Blackiston, 7 Oregon 407, 413.

As you are well aware, meny of the newspaper of- 
fices have different officials who prepare these proofs, 
end the printer or foreman, or principal clerk, do not 
hold the same positions on modern newspapers as they did 
on the small sheets of fifty years ago. Our Supreme Court, 
eas you know, has held the jurisdiction that this statute 
should be followed to the letter, and I feel certain that 
the committee on laws and meny of them have had the same 
experiences as we have had, especially in passing titles: 
where notices have been carelessly proved. 


I have tried to cover about all the men in a modem 
printing office who would be likely to make such a proof, 


after investigation and information from editors and pub- 
lishers of modern newspapers.

Dear Senator Norblad: 


Will you please send me a copy of Senate Bill #27, which, 
I understand, is introduced for the purpose of preventing cards 
or other games than billiards being played in billiard rooms? 


While I am opposed to gambling in any rooms, and while I 
think that as much gambling can be done with billiards as with 
cards, it seems to me thet the bill proposed, if passed, would 
be an injustice to the keepers of billiard end pool rooms in 
small towns. The law egainst gambling is, in my opinion, suf- 
ficient to cover the situation as it exists. Many billiard 
parlors and card tables can be just as well regulated in that 
manner as if the card tables were placed in separate rooms. 

In fact, it seems to me that the fact that the card tables were 
in the billiard room makes it much more open end public than 
if they were driven into beck rooms. 


My experience as deputy city attorney for Astoria and es 
city attorney for several small towns has been that whenever 
you drive card tables into small inclosed rooms you put a 
premium on gembling in them. The more publicity there is to 
the game being played the less liability there is of gembling. 


I am making these suggestions to Representatives Hamilton 
and Mott also, and em sending them a copy of this letter,

My dear Mr. McCormick: 

I have your letter of January 20, asking me to writs you con- 
cerning the intention of Senate Bill No. 4. Not knowing whether or 
not fou have 4 copy of the printed bill, I am enclosing you several 
herewith. In 1925, Chapter 258, all ocean going vessels were 
exempted from taxation with the exception of one-fiftieth on 
buildings, ete. The section reads as follows: 


"Section 1. All ocean-going vessels, whether sail, steam 
or motor driven, whose home ports for registration or 
enrolment are in the state of Oregon, shall be taxed at 
only one-fiftieth of the rate of the state tax on buildings 
and improvements on real estate levisd in the same tax ~ 
year as the tax herein provided for is levied." 


You perhaps are already familiar with the fact that at the 
election held on the 7th of November 1916, the Constitution of 
the State was amended so as to provide that all vessels of fifty 
tons or over should be exempt from all taxes excepting state taxes 
until the ist of January 1935. 


The act of 1925 does not define whet is " ocealir going vessels" 
and the purpose of my amendment is simply to declare what consti- 
tutes an ocean-going vessel. The bill was introduced by the fete 
Assessors Association, and particularly our own assessor in Ciatsop 
County, so as to clarify the term "ocean-going vessel". You will 
note that according to the bill they must be actually ocean-zoing 
and engeged in schedule sailing between different ports, or a 
vessel surveyed b; the surveyor to Lloyds agent; and in the event 
they mest with this rejuirement, they are omly taxed in accordance 
with the provision of Chapter 258 of the laws of 1925. 


There is considerable friction in our county over the 
matter, and we trust this will avoid it in the future. Some vessels 
will undoubtedly be exempt under the provision and others will % 
have to pay the tax. I presume it will just about operate 50-50.

Confidently, what do you think of the chance of passing a bill appropriat— 
ing about sixty-five or seventy thousand dollars for the purchase of such a4 
site after the appropriation bill for the National Guard has passed both houses? 
I would not mention this to White or bring it up at all until the federal gov— 
ernment:allocates the funds sufficient for building a permanent camp here.

House Bill No. 376, introduced by Representative King, appears to be a bill 
in the interest of the Booming Companies driving logs on streams in this state. 


We are attorneys for most of the riparian ovmers on the Middle Fork of the 

Coquille River and also North Fork, and some of the owmers on the main Coquille 
River. The Booming Companies are in the main subsidiary corporations of the 

Coos Bay Lumber Company. Mr. A. Le Powers, being the guiding hand and spirit 

of the Coos Bay Lumber Company and the Booming Companies, and is president of the 
Middle Fork Boom Company, and we think the controlling factor in all of them, either 
as stock holder or their financial backer. 


The Middle Fork Boom Company secured a franchise from the Public Service 
Commission to drive logs on the Middle Fork of the Coquille River, a stream which 
is beyond question, we think, and we think the evidence so shows, non~floatable, 
under the decisions of the Supreme Court of this state. We call attention to 

a few of these decisions, to wit: 


Haines ve Hall, 17 Ore. 165, 

Kamm v. Normand, 50 Ore. 9, 

Trullinger ve. Howe, 55 Ore. 219, 

Debenon Lumber Co. ve. Leonard, 68 Ore. 147, 
Logan ve Spaulding Logging Co. 100 Ore. 731. 


The Middle Fork of the Coquille River is a small stream, which during the 

dry season of the year has but very little water in it. The testimony 

showed that the stream above Houghteling's place, one of the litigants, 

have never been floatable without the aid of splash dams. The first dam 

is about 8 miles above his place, and then there are two more below his 

place. The water from Houghte ling! s piace down stream to the third dam 
averages in winter months from 25 to 3$ feet deep, and from Houghteling! 8 place 
up the river to first dam 2 to 2g feet deep. It was conceded that in order 

to float logs the water mst be from 4 to 5 feet deep. The evidence established 
the fact that usually once a year, the time and duration being uncertain, there 
would be sufficient freshets or floods to carry the ae This scourred 
sometimes twice a year, som seasons not at all. 


Mr. Powers mde the application to the Public Service Commission for the 
franchise upon this stream, and if you can take the time you read his 
application and sworn statement as to the navigability of this stream. In 
it ho acknowledged that without the splash dams it was non-floatable and

stated on the witness stand that he would not operate logging operations 

on said streams without the aid of splash dams, as it would not be profitable. 
Since obtaining the franchise, which was about three years ago , the company 
has logged the stream by the aid of these three splash dams. ‘ith the aid 

of these splash dams they can log the stream for six or seven months up until 
about the month of May, when generally it becomes impossible to float the logs 
even with the aid of the splash dams because of the small quantity of 

water in the stream, Tho natural first froshet enables them in a mamer to 
float logs from a few hours to two or three days, and the last freshet for 

a mich shorter period, and as above stated, these freshets occur at uncertain 
times and not long enough to make it profiteble. Neither could they control 
the logs without the aid of the splash dams. 


The Booming Companies have gone onto this stream, blasted out rocks from the 

bed and built these splash dams, operated them without first gaining the consent 
of the land owners, claiming thet it is now a floatable stream under the 
providions of the lew. During its operation, the logs get out from the 

stream onto the banks and land of the riparian owners and the Boom Company 
contends that it has a right under the law to go upon the banks and re-claim these 
logs. In so doing, it takes its caterpillar engine and such other power as 

it may desire to haul the logs back into the stream, fastens its chains to 

trees along the banks, sometimes destroying the trees, and during the operation 

it tears the banks and in some instances destroys considerable land, washes out 
their bridges, blocks their fords with the logs and allows the logs to remain in 
the streams during the entire summer, contending that it has a lawful right to 

do so, and all this against the earnest protest of the riparian owmers. ‘The 
operation of this logging has caused serious damage to many of the riparian owners. 


During the last season, our cléents stopped them from going upon their premises, 
end the company then obtained from Judge Kendall a temporary restraining order, 
stopping the owners from in any manner interferring with the Boom Company going 
upon their premises to reclaim the logs and otherwise trespassing upon their 
freehold. We have forwarded to Senator Hare a few photographs that were taken 
of the stream showing the condition that the stream was left in during the summer 
by reason of logs that were not taken out, nor could be taken out even with the 
aid of splash dams until fall. 


These cases now pending before Judge Hamilton, which have already been argued, 

are test cases of the riparian owners rights, and we do not think thet any bills 
should now be passed affecting or that might tend to affect the right of these 
ommers until this litigation at least is settled. In the Middle Fork Boom 
Company cases against Parker and Houghteling, we answered its complaints and 

asked in our further and separate answers affirmitive relief, to wit, a decree 
restraining the company from operating the splash dams, or from further trespassing 

upon the defendants! lands. Evidence was taken before Judge Hamilton, and the 
cases were argued later at Roseburg, but Judge Hamilton has not as yet rendered

a decision. After arguing the case at Roseburg, Mr. Powers, President of the 
Boom Company, Mr. Goss attorney and stockholder of the Boom Company, and Mr. 
Giles, an attorney for the Boom Company, went to Salem, and House Bill Noe 376 
was soon thereafter introduced, and we also understand that another boom bill 
No. 454 has been introduced but we have not been able as yet to get a copy of 
that bill. 


You will observe, if you have any time to examine the above named dedisions, 
and others, that in no instant has the court allowed splash dams to be used in 
the operation of a stream that is non~floatable by nature, and no splash dam 
in a navigable stream that does injury to the riparian owners. The rule of law, 
we think, is plain, and is well stated in the case of Logan v. Spaulding Logging 
Coe 100 Ore. 731. This case was brought to restrain the logging company from 
interferring with the riparian owmers rights. The Logging operation was being 
conducted upon the Luckiamte River and the floatability of this stream was 
not questioned. Judge Benson rendered the decision of the Court and on page 735 
you will find the court uses the following language in regard to the floatability 
of said river: 
"There is no question but that the Luckiamte River is a navigable 
stream for the purpose of floating timber products, not by virtue 
of the declaration of that fact in the act of 1917, but by reason 
of the fact that at certain periods of each year it is practicable 
to use it, in its natural stage, for such purposes." 


And in discussing the case of Kamm v. Normand, 50 Ore. 9, he quotes the 
following from said case, to wit: 
"But a stream which is not such a highway cannot be made one 
by the use of dams or other artificial means, without first 
acquiring the rights of the riparian proprietors. Nor can a 
stream, navigable in its natural condition at certain stages 
of the water, be made so at other times by artificial means, such 
as flooding and the like. No one has a right to store water, and 
then suddenly release the accumlation, and thus increases the natural 
volume of the stream, and interfere with the rights of the riparian 
owners. The riparian proprietor is entitled to the enjoyment of the 
natural flow of the stream with no bruden or hindrance imposed by 
artificial moans." 


We cite thid case in order to call your attention to the well established rule 
in this state. We trust that you will aid us in preventing the Boom Companies 
from getting legislation that will interfere or tend to interfere with the 
litigants rights in these streams who are the riparian owners, at least until 
the present litigation is settled. The legislature is no plece to settle law 
sults.

My Dear Senator: 


My attention has been called today to House Bill No. 
429, introduced by Messrs.Mott, Schulmerick, McPhillips ,Howard, 
MeGowan and Miller. ‘Mfhis bill is one that I believe every 
man interested in law enforcement should oppose. 


Mott's bill would make false imprisonment of any one 
a misdemeanor and punishable by a fine of from $100 to $500, or 
by imprisonment from 30 days to 1 year. Under present laws the 
injured party has redress in the civil courts by suit for damages 
for false imprisonment. This bill would make it a misdemeanor 
for an illegal search of person, house or effects of another 
person, for the seizure of person, effects or papers without 
legal justification in the nature of a valid warrant of arrest 
or search warrant. It would make it a misdemeanor to use a 
firearm in arresting a person wanted for a misdemeanor. 


Such a law would certainly be a great injustice to 
the law enforcement agencies of the state. Within a short time 
every gambler and bootlegger would be snapping his fingers at 
the officers, for they could be much bolder than now. At present, 
if we kick a door down in a Chinese gambling raid, we are subject 
to a lawsuit for damages; but if this bill passes we will be 
subject to a fine and pussiblé imprisonment, even though the 
Chimamen or others arrested might be ever so guilty. 


Another peragraph of the bill would make it a mis- 
demeanor to entice, persuade, procure or entrap another person 
to commit a crime for the purpose of and with the intent of 
prosecuting such person; and this would be punishable by the 
same sort of fine--SD00 to $500 fine or $0 days to 1 yr. in 
jail. This would make it impossible for an officer to go to 
a bootlegger and make a buy of liquor for the purpose of pros- 
ecuting the bootlegger on a charge of selling intoxicating 
liquor. It would prevent an officer from buying a lottery 
ticket from a Chinamen for the purpose of prosecuting the man. 


I do not believe it is necessary for me to argue to 
you against this bill. It is a vieious thing, and I can't see 
how it can possibly have a chance to pass, but nevertheless no 
stone should be left unturned, and I hope you will make an 
aggressive fight against the pass of this bill.

"Understand Senate Bill two sixty one is coming up this after- 
noon stop It has been defeated in the House under bill three 
fifty six stop This same measure was introduced about ten ~~ 
years ago and defeated stop If Senate bill is passed it will 
add twenty five cents per barrel to price of cement which con- 
sumer must pay and the Lord knows it is high enough now." 


and very shortly thereafter we were pleased to receive your 
answer reading as follows: 


"Have already been fighting Senate two sixty one stop Feel 
sure it will be defeated still in committee". 


I do not know whether or not you understand the sit- 
uation but we get it from the people from whom we purchase our 
cement; they claiming that it is merely a put up job to knoek 
out competition of California and Foreign cement as it would add 
practically 25 cents per barrel to the present price and the Lord 
knows the present price is high enough for any building or street 
improvement that Astoria or any other point in Oregon are contem- 
plating putting up. Of course you understand that the advance 
would have to come out of the consumer eventually and we cannot 
for the life us us see how anyone can benefit outside the Oregon 
Cement manufacturers. As I understand it, it would benefit him 
or them by giving them practically a monopoly.

Dear frtend Al: 


I read in the morning papers that the District Court bill was 


defeated . I was not surprised at the outcome as I think it covered 
too much territory , and was bound to meet opposition in a number 

of counties as the Gounty seats in some counties are a great deal 
smaller in population than other cities in the same counties.Coos 
County for one is an example . Coquille , the County seat has 1600 
population while Marshfield in the same County has over 4000 and 
possibly over 5000 at the present time . I believe this objection 
could be overcome if the District Court plan was confined to Justice 
Court Districts with a present population of 10,000 or over , wexclud- 
ing Portland of course . I feel that there would not be so much 
opposition to the bill from the smaller and lesser populated counties 
if the above mentioned provision was placed in the bill. If so 
worded the law would apply to Astoria , Salem , Eugene and possibly 
to La Grande . I am getting in touch with Judge Small in regard to 
this . I suggested this plan to him several months ago as I predicted 
there would be opposition to the bill as it was to be drafted. 

In the event that nothing further can be done at the present 
session to get this measure across , would it be asking toomich of 
you to get in touch with Hamilton and Mott for the purpose of 
considering a raise in salary for my office . It requires a lot of 
nerve to make this request at this time in view of the Governor's 
stand on salary raise bills , but I feel that I am entitled to it. 

I am getting only $10.00 more a month than the Constable and he puts 
in about half an hour a day on the job , and sometimes less than that. 
At the last session of the legislature Bates and Mott were in favor 

of raising me to $200.00 a month,but Mrs.Kinney kicked over the traces, 
so they compromised at the present figure. If I was entitled to $200.00 
at that time , I earnestly believe I am entitled to it now also. 

Regardless of the outcome in this matter , I want you to know 
that I appreciate your many favors and efforts in this and other 
matters.
